EYESIGHT, SCHOOLS AND INDUSTRY 


A nationwide survey of eyesight con- 


ditions in American education and indus- 
try has been undertaken by the Eyesight 
Conservation council of America. 
As to 


industry, the aim of the survey is to dis- 
close the relation between defective vision 
and the efficiency of the individual. 
As 


to education, it is purposed to ascertain 
what steps have been taken by the schools 
to measure the extent of poor eyesight and 
to make preventive provision. 
' 


The Eyesight Conservation council's 


survey has set out to reveal the effect of 
incorrect vision upon production. It has 
prepared a questionnaire designed to show 
increase in individual performance, de- 
crease in accidents, increase in production 
and .decrease in spoilage. The extent of 
color blindness, the number of blind in 
one eye. the number totally blinded, hours 
lost due to eye accidents, equivalent wag- 
es for lost time, use of goggles, cost of 
eye protection service, and total number 
of eye injuries are other objectives. 
The 


questionnaire has been sent out to the in- 
dustrial and commercial establishments 
located in the principal cities of "Wiscon- 
sin. 


The council will also endeavor to show 


"to vrhat extent is any effort being made 
to place in suitable jobs those workers 
-who have been permanently or tempo- 
rarily disabled because of eye injuries." 
and -whether any attempt is being made 
to carry out the national safety code for 
the protection of the head and eyes of in- 
dustrial workers, as prepared by the U. 
S. bureau of standards. In the school 
survey, the council is trying to reveal 
what provisions are being made to elim- 
inate glare from unshaded light sourc- 
es, windows, polished surfaces, black- 
boards, etc. One of the most important 
questions to which the council seeks to 
provide satisfactory answer is the rela- 
tionship of defective vision to-retarda- 
tion. The council's school survey extends 
to practically the entire Union. A ques- 
tionnaire has been prepared and sent to 
the superintendent of schools in numer- 
ous "Wisconsin cities, including Appleton. 


Previous investigation, it is stated, has 


revealed alarming conditions of vision 
which must be remedied if national phys- 
ical deterioration is to be avoided.

Malaria is transmitted by the fe- 


male 
anopheles 
mosquito. 
These 


mosquitoes sometimes exist 
for 
a 


time in a community with no ma- 
laria, but that Is because no person 
with malaria organisms in his blood 
(a malaria carrier) has happened to 
sojourn in those parts. 


GERM IS CAtTSE 


Malaria is a disease due to a germ 


•which lives in the red blood cells of 
man. 
The chain of life of the ma- 


laria germ is. 
"Man to 
mosquito 


and then again to man." 


The economic loss due to malaria 


alone in the southern states amounts 
to a huge sum. not only from the 
loss of time among workmen, but 
for the amount of money expended 
for quinine and chill tonics, let alone 
the deaths attributed 
to this 
dis- 


ease. 
The next disease in order is yellow- 


fever. 
This plague in years 
past 


has taken its toll by the hun-flreds 
and was dreaded more by the people 
than most any other malady. 
How- 


ever, there has been very little of it 
in the United States in recent year 
and it is the hope of health authori- 
ties that its death knell xvill soon be 
sounded.

diseases is dengue, or

fever. 
This is carried by the culex 


mosquito and also, as some authori 
ties believe, by the aedes. or yellow 
fever, mosquito. 
This disease recently visited the 


southern , states and was very rapid 
in its spread. While there were no 
many deaths from dengue, hundreds 
of people suffered greatly for sev 
eral days from its visit and in some 
instances 
industrial 
plants 
could 


scarcely operate owing to the nura 
ber of afflicted workmen.

mosquito is filariasis, which

infestation of. the connective tissues

£150 on a London bank.

In the regular course of events 
lis check would have been returned to 
nm and all would have been well, but 
an 
unforeseen 
complication arose. 


Jennings had creditors who secured a 
court order restraining the election of- 
ficers from returning the check, and 
estabished their claims to the money. 
"When tlie check was sent to the bank 
by the officials it came back with the 
declaration that Jennings had no ac- 
count there. It developed that he had 
given other bogus checks to various 
people to meet his campaign expenses. 


After the jury had returned its ver- 


dict of guilty, the police told the judge 
the story of Jennings' life. Under the 
practice of the English courts such evi- 
dence cannot be introduced until 
the 


jury has passed upon a case, the idea 
being that testimony of past misdeeds 
would prejudice the jury against a 
prisoner.

BREAST FEEDING 


Breast-fed babies are much hardier, 


much more resistant to disease, than 
those that are bottle-fed 
Six deaths 


per hundred, or 60 per'thousand, at 
the present time, is considered 
an 
average mortality among 
breast-fed 


babies during the first year of life. 
This rate among: bottle-fed babies is 
much higher and is estimated at from 
20 to 25 per cent. Of the two. the 
breast fed babies are four times less 
liable to disease such as summer com- 
plaint, convulsions and tuberculosis 
Furthermore, a baby who is breast- 
fed for 10 months has a better chance 
than the baby who is only so fed for 
three or four months—provided the 
breast milk is sufficient to make him 
gain properly. 


Little breast milk at first does not 


indicate 
that there will not be 


abundance later. 
Nursing increases 
the supply, and its omission dries up 
the breasts 
If the milk is~delajed 


longer than the third day the baby 
should be fed from the bottle every 
three hours, but should first be tried 
each time at the breast in order to 
stimulate the flow. 
Mothers 
who 


have too much milk can- preserve the 
supply by emptying the breasts after 
each feeding by a method of expres"- 
sion that can be easily learned from 
the nurse. 


GET EXERCISE 


The nursing mother needs plenty 


of fresh air 'and some daily exercise. 
She cannot afford to have a "spell 
of nerves," for this, or griefs, hun- 
ger, worry or excitment, will affect 
her general health and thus affect 
the supply and quality of the Milk 
on which baby relies for his food 
She mav eat about what she likes, 
if it agrees with her; if it does not, 
it will disagree with the baby Milk, 
eggs, fresh vegtetables, 
ripe 
fruit, 


nourishing liquid foods 
and 
water 


will increase her milk. 


Constipation should 
be 
guarded 


against. Fresh fruit, bran biscuits, 
whole-wheat bread and a glass of hot 
water immediately on

A newborn baby is put to breast 


five or six hours after 
birth 
and 


should nurse not more 
than 
four 


times during the first 24 hours, but 
at both breastg each time. He may 
have a teaspoon full of plain, cool 
(not 
iced), boiled water at 
regular 


intervals between nursing, but noth 
ing else. 
Beginning the second day 


he should nurse every two and one, 
half or three hours, beginning at 6 
a. m 


At six months, baby nurses every 


four hours, 
taking 
both 
breasts 


every time 
Most infants are satis- 


fied in 15 minvtes or less, one -who 
is not may be allowed not more than 
five minutes longer 
If he insists on 


more, better consult the doctor. If 
he cries between feedings when fed 
regularly give 
him 
plain, 
cooled 


boiled water, he is as likely to cry 
from ov er as from under-feeding. 


ADDING ^TO DD3T v 


At one month baby should have 


one teaspoonful 
or 
orange 
juice 


everj> day, preferably just before his 


second feeding: 
The amount should 


be gradually increased until at one 
year he is getting one to two table 
spoonfuls 
Strained

not available. Weaning too young is 
dangerous, it should never be done 
for the conv enience of the 
mother 


nor without the advice of a physician

the past 12 years has rescued 732 
persona from drowning. 


Yes, says the United States Con- 


gress which has just pinned a pound 
or so of suitably engraved geld on the 
stalwart young man's chest. 


And the 732? 
"Why," says Rese, "I 
guess 
as 


many as 30 per cent of them 
say 


'Thank you.: The rest just act sort 
of sheepish and 
disappear 
without 


saying anything. 
Some 
of 
them 


break away even before you get there 
into shore." 


Rese attributes the great number 


of his rescues to the fact -hat it is. 
a particularly dangerous 
point 
at 


Long Beach. Long Island, where hs 
Is stationed as lifeguard. In a single, 
day last June he carried 3S persons 
to safety. 
Up until then his put- 


standing achievement had been tne 
rescue-of 30 exhausted bathers 
on 


Sept. 7, 1914. 


It was, however, for the rescue of 


a man on June IS. 1922, that Rese 
was awarded the Congressional medal. 
The man forgot to thank his rescuer 
but observers along the shore -were 
determined that Rese should be re- 
warded. 


"That wasn't the hardest thing I 


ever did, though," says Rese. 
"The 


hardest thing" was when I had to 
rescue a man and his son. The. man 
was a'cripple. ~I took "one under each 
arm and had to kick all the way in. 


"The funniest thing was •when I 


had to rescue~'a woman with flowers 
all over her bathing suit. She had a 
bunch of' 'em on her belt and some 
more on her hat. The minute I saw 
her I said to the fellow standing by 
me. 'There, I bet I have to go after 
her in a minute.'' 


"And sure enough, 
I did. 
She 


didn't seem to know what had hap- 
pened to her when I got her in. • A-nd 
her flowers were utterly ruined." 


Rese' hasn't much faith 
in 
the 


"barrel" method of resuscitating those 
whom' he has rescued. 


'<A barrel is likely to bruise a per- 


son and cause internal troubles," he 
explains. 
"I -just throw' them over 


my arms so that the head is hanging 
down. Otherwise I go through the 
ordinary motions. I never use a pul- 
motor except in extreme cases. And 
I've never failed to bring a person 
to."
